The  organization  of  the  "W"  Club  in  1919,  marked  the  beginning  of  a  real 
athletic  foundation  for  Wesleyan.  Coming  back  from  the  war  with  ideas,  ideals,  and 
ambitions,  the  former  stars  of  the  Wesleyan  gridiron  got  together  and  founded  a 
new  organization  for  Wesleyan.  This  was  the  auspicious  beginning  of  the  "W"  Club. 
There  were  eight  charter  members  and  this  group  unanimously  elected  Fred  Boid 
their  first  president. 

That  year  the  football  team  made  history  when  they  went  to  Missoula  and 
played  the  State  University  for  the  first  time,  holding  her  to  a  score  of  zero  for 
three  quarters  and  losing  in  the  last  quarter  by  a   score   of  only   26-7. 

The  energy  shown  in  the  first  little  group  soon  expressed  itself  in  very  positive 
fashion  in  other  ways  than  simply  constituting  a  substantial  background  for  the 
football  and  basketball  teams.  It  is  a  constant  source  of  enthusiasm  and  life  for 
the  whole  school  and  always  back  any  program  for  a  Greater  Wesleyan.  The 
"W"  Club  has  purchased  sweaters  for  each  man  who  played  eight  full  quarters  in 
regular  inter-collegiate  football  games,  or  eight  halves  in  inter-collegiate  basket- 
ball games,   or  five  points   in   an   inter-collegiate   track   meet. 

The  "W"  Club  is  one  of  the  enduring  organizations  of  Wesleyan  and  one  which 
is  almost  indispensable.  Initiations  are  almost  as  severe  as  those  which  used  to 
be  administered  to  the  young  Indian  who  aspired  to  be  a  chieftain;  and  when  anyone 
becomes  a  member  of  the  "W"  Club  he  has  a  very  marked  appreciation  of  the  honor 
which  is  his,  and  a  vivid  recollection  of  his  warm  and  hearty  reception  which  stirs 
him  ever  onward  to  greater  things  for  Wesleyan.

It  is  not  easy  to  bear  the  disheartening,  gruelling  smashes  of  the  heavier  'varsity; 
it  is  not  easy  to  turn  out  night  after  night  in  the  rain  and  snow  to  receive  a  severe 
drubbing;  it  is  not  easy  to  always  carry  on  the  losing  fight;  yet  the  Scrubs  did  these 
things  that  their  chosen  school  might  win  more  laurels.

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Season  of  1921 


The  season  of  1921  marks  a  period  in  the  annals  of  Wesleyan's  football  history 
that  shall  ever  be  remembered.  With  the  most  remarkable  team  ever  assembled  on 
the  local  gridiron,  the  Panthers  fought  their  way  through  all  opposition  to  the  State 
Championship  and  finished  the  season  undefeated  in  Montana.  But  one  touchdown 
was  registered  against  the  team  in  the  state.  A  trip  into  Idaho  resulted  in  one  de- 
feat and  one  victory,  which  left  the  record  for  the  seven  games  played  of  five  victories, 
one  tie,  and  one  defeat.  A  total  of  197  points  against  41  for  opponents  tells  the 
story. 

With  a  fine  schedule  of  games,  a  veteran  squad  and  a  high  degree  of  enthusiasm, 
the  men  went  to  work  with  an  earnestness  and  determination.  Faithful  practice 
and  hard  work  found  the  team  work  smoothly  developed  when  the  first  opponent 
was  encountered.  Victories  over  Billings  Poly  and  Mt.  St.  Charles  left  the  team  in 
perfect  condition  for  their  historic  encounter  with  the  Bobcats,  and  a  well  earned 
16  to  0  victory. 

The  annual  Armistice  Day  battle  with  Mt.  St.  Charles  resulted  in  a  fourth  victory 
with  the  team  in  good  condition  for  the  struggle  with  the  School  of  Mines  in  Butte 
on  November  19.  This  game  was  one  of  the  hardest  battles  of  the  season,  due  to  the 
extreme  cold  and  the  snowy  field.  The  result  was  a  tie  game  0  to  0.  Several  severe 
injuries  were  sustained  in  this  game  which  made  the  trip  into  Idaho  an  uncertain 
affair.  A  defeat  at  Caldwell  and  a  victory  at  Gooding  closed  the  season.  The  score 
by  games  for  the  season  was  as  follows:

The  past  season  in  basketball,  from  the  standpoint  of  score,  was  not  as  suc- 
cessful as  other  seasons  have  been.  Keeping  in  mind,  however,  the  quality  of  the 
opposition  met  this  year,  and  the  hard,  close  games  played  in  each  case  by  the  Wes- 
leyan   five,   the   season   can   be   declared   a   success.

Nine  games  were  played  with  some  of  the  best  basketball  aggregations  in  this 
section.  Victories  were  recorded  over  Billings  Polytechnic  and  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  team,  while  games  were  lost  to  the  State  University,  School  of  Mines,  Mt.  St. 
Charles  and  the  State  Normal.  The  games  in  each  case  were  close  and  hard  fought, 
victory  going  to  the  opposition  in  several  cases  by  a  point  or  two.  In  the  contest 
with  Mt.  St.  Charles  the  game  was  lost  14  to  13,  after  the  Panther  five  had  led  at 
the  end  of  the  first  half  9  to  1.  The  return  contest  with  the  School  of  Mines  went 
to  the  Miners  20  to  21  after  the  Panthers  had  led  most  of  the  way. 

At  the  first  call  for  candidates  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  Grant  Hess  was 
secured  as  coach  of  the  team  and  the  Helena  public  school  gymnasium  secured  for 
practice.  A  large  squad  of  candidates  reported,  with  some  of  the  most  promising 
material  Wesleyan  has  ever  had.  Russell,  Hardie,  Bowers,  Sanford,  BumGarner,  and 
Dave  Morris,  were  letter  men  of  previous  years,  and  Mitchell,  Illman,  Midgett,  Haynes, 
and  Robert  Morris  had  reputations  from  their  high  school  experience.  Two  full 
teams   of  nearly  equal  ability  were  ready  to  go   from  the   first  night. 


Coach  Hess  drilled  long  and  hard  on  defense  and  on  teamwork.  The  excellence 
of  the  passing  of  the  Panthers  was  evident  in  every  contest.  A  weakness  in  ability 
to  cage  the  sphere,  however,  was  the  one  fault  of  the  Panthers  and  was  responsible 
for  the  defeats  encountered.  With  improvement  in  this  department  and  with  all 
members  of  the  first  team  back  next  year  prospects  are  unusually  bright  for  a 
championship   aggregation   in  1923.

The  Life  Service  Group  of  Montana  Wesleyan  College  was  organized  in  the  year 
1919  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  which  was  under  the  leadership  of  President  Donald- 
son. At  that  time  there  were  only  a  few  members;  but  the  organization  has  had  a 
rapid  growth  as  is  evidenced  by  the  present  membership  of  fifty-nine. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  encourage  and  enlist  students  in  the 
service  of  the  Master,  whether  it  be  in  the  foreign  field  or  in  any  profession  or 
business  in  the  home  field.  A  large  number  of  the  members  have  definitely  decided 
upon  their  life  work.  Some  have  chosen  the  ministry,  while  others  have  chosen  the 
mission  field  where  they  expect  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  people  through  their 
teaching,  preaching,  and  medical   work. 

Ever  since  the  beginning  of  this  organization  it  has  been  the  task  of  the  Life 
Service  Group  to  conduct  the  regular  Student  Prayer  Meetings  which  are  held  on 
Tuesday  of  each  week.  Leaders  for  these  meetings  are  chosen  from  the  Faculty, 
Student  Body,  and  others  interested  in  the  advancement  of  the  religious  life  of 
Montana  Wesleyan. 

During  the  past  year  the  Life  Service  Group  has  performed  a  valuable  service 
by  sending  out  Gospel  Teams  on  Sunday  afternoons  and  evenings.  Teams  have  gone 
to  the  nearby  towns  and  to  the  Montana  Deaconess  School,  the  Odd  Fellows'  Child- 
ren's Home,  and  other  institutions  where  they  might  bring  a  little  sunshine  and  cheer 
to  those  unable   to  leave  their  home. 

A  number  of  the  Life  Service  Group  are  at  the  present  time  holding  student 
pastorates,  and  in  this  way  making  use  of  their  opportunities  in  the  field  of  service 
while  still   in  college. 

The  Life  Service  Group  promises  to  play  a  large  part  in  the  Christian  Life  of 
the  students  of  the  college;  and  together  with  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion and  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  it  will  greatly  help  in  making 
Montana  Wesleyan  a  college  where  the  highest  ideals  are  fostered.
